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NOTE. 

This List is thought to contain the names of most of the Flowering Plants and Ferns 
Found in Charlotte County up to the present time, with the exception of Sedges, which 
have not been caVefully studied, and a few of the Pondweeds and Asters. 

The greater part of ihe County, however, including almost the whole of the Parishes 
of Saint Croix, West Isles, Pennfield, Lepreaux, Clarendon, and Dumbarton, is still, so 
far as the writer is aware, unvisited by the plant collector; and, excepting Frye's Island, 
the site of a summer camp of the Natural History Society, the only se(5lions that have 
been well examined are in the neighborhood of Saint Andrews and Saint Stephen. The 
accompanying notes of distribution, therefore, apply chiefly to the southwestern part of 
the mainland. The probability of having but few opportunities for field work in the future 
is the only excuse for presenting the list in such an imperfect state. 

Prof Macoun and Prof Fowler have kindly determined difficult species. Thanks are 
iue to several collectors for notes and specimens; especially to Mr. W. F. Ganong, by 
whose assistance the list has been much extended. For the defects of proof reading, the 
tvriter alone is responsible.
